Firi» wa« disottvertNi iii the Chnstiaii 
chart'h la« t uight at 10:25, and w ithin 
an hour tho p rotty little bailding wa« a 
p ile of « moking min« . 
The chnrch had been filled during the 
evening by alargeandience who listened 
attentiv ely to Prof. O. S. Reed aa he 
lectnred np on "T he U nited States in 
Prop hecy.” 
Several jH*raone m ’allth at 
they « melled 
bnniing 
wood,

At the tim e given the fam ily of Mit. 
Sinclair, who live on Rtibinson street 
next to the church, dia<>overed « moke 
and flame iaauing from a window.
